Terrified staff told to lle down on the floor by robbers 


Ordeal: The Sainsbury’s Local in Cheam Road, Ewell, where masked crowbar-wielding robbers struck

CUSTOMERS and neighbours of 
a Ewell supermarket which was 
raided for cash and spirits on Sat- 
urday night by crowbar-wielding 
masked robbers have told of their 
shock and horror at the attack. 

Staff at Sainsbury’s Local in 
Cheam Road, Ewell, were told to 
get on the floor and threatened if 
they did not do so. 

Surrey Police said two suspects 
were “armed with crowbars and 
wearing clothing which covered 
their faces”. 

They said about £1,000 in coins 
were taken from the tills as well 


as a bottle of spirits. Nobody was 
hurt in the terrifying raid. 

Marina Gavin, 40, a director at 
nearby Ram Security and Fire 
Solutions said she and her staff 
frequently visited the shop on 
lunch breaks. 

She said: “We are absolutely 
horrified that this has happened 
in the village. 

“For the young members of 
staff on at Sainsbury’s it must 
have been terrifying. 

“We've since popped in to see 
them and they all seem to be in 
good spirits.” 

Paige Stewart, 21, who is a beau- 
ty therapist at Nicky’s Beauty Box, 
a salon in the High Street, said she 
goes into Sainsbury’s every morn- 
ing before work. 


She told the Epsom Guardian: 
“It is disgusting. 

“T feel for the people who were 
held up. Nobody deserves that. 

“Tf that happened to me I would 
probably have to see a doctor be- 
cause I’d be traumatised. 

“Tt is unusual for something like 
that to happen, but if something 
happens we huddle together and 
support one another.” 

Surrey Police have not offered a 
description of the people they are 
looking for, but believe that they 
are men. 

The force is reviewing CCTV 
footage from the robbery and 
believe one of the suspects may 
have been in the area of the front 
entrance of the store at about 
10.30am - 12 hours before the 


robbery just before 11pm on Satur- 
day, May 14. 

Local neighbourhood sergeant 
Eddie Adderley said: “[Criminal 
Investigation Department] offi- 
cers are carrying out a number 
of enquiries and reviewing CCTV 
footage at the store and other 
properties. 

“However we are very keen to 
speak to anyone who was in the 
area at the time of the offence or 
has any other information.” 

A spokesperson has been con- 
tacted for more information.

WALKERS have been advised to be 
on the lookout for pest caterpillars 
that can damage oak trees and cause 
skin rashes and breathing difficul- 
ties. 

The borough was named by the 
Forestry Commission as one of sev- 
eral areas across London, Surrey, 
Berkshire and Buckinghamshire 
where trees are at risk from caterpil- 
lars of the Oak Processionary Moth 
(OPM). 

Residents are advised to keep away 
from the caterpillars and their nests 
and to report sightings to the Forest- 
ry Commission. 

The government department 
warns that OPM’s tiny hairs can 
cause itchy skin rashes and, less fre- 
quently, eye and throat irritations

The greatest risk period is May to 
July, when the caterpillars are active, 
although nests should not be touched 
at any time. 

Alison Field, the Commission’s 
south east England director, said the 
public should report any suspected 
OPM sightings. 

She said: “We need reports of the 
caterpillars or their nests from the 
public or others, such as gardeners, 
tree surgeons and ground-care work- 
ers, who work or relax near oak trees. 

“However, they should not try 
to remove the caterpillars or nests 
themselves. 

“This needs to be carefully timed to 
be effective, and is most safely done 
by specially trained and equipped 
pest control experts.”

Couple ‘very lucky’ to 
escape first floor fire 


Husband rescued after being trapped by flames in morning

A TERRIFIED couple are “very 
lucky” to be alive after a fire en- 
gulfed the ground floor of their 
house on Thursday morning. 

The couple’s children arrived 
at the burnt house in St Martin’s 
Avenue, Epsom at about 1.45pm 
on Thursday, May 12, to find the 
door blackened and the family’s 
charred sofa, carpets and living 
room cupboards on the front 
lawn and in the driveway. 

A thick smell of smoke 
still hung in the air that 
afternoon. 

Firefighters said the couple 
were very lucky and it could 
have been much worse, after 
they were hospitalised with 
smoke inhalation. 

The ground floor of the 
house was “absolutely  de- 
stroyed”, according to a 
firefighter from Epsom fire 
station. 

The children’s father had to be 
rescued after the flames of his 
burning house trapped him in 
his garden. 

His wife had escaped the 
house before firefighters arrived 
at about 4.30am to tackle the fire. 

The entire house was dam- 
aged by smoke after the fire 
spread from the utility room to 
the living room and the kitchen 
in the early hours of the morn- 
ing. 

The married couple were tak- 
en to hospital in an ambulance, 
but have since been discharged. 

It is believed they have tempo- 
rary accommodation organised.

Jack Hamill, 84, who lives two 
doors down, woke up to find four 
fire engines outside his front 


He said: “We offered them a 
bed, but they turned it down 
because they already had some- 
thing organised. 

“It is a nice avenue. Four fire 
engines out in the street is not 
something you expect to wake 
up to.” 

Crews from Banstead, Epsom, 
Esher and Leatherhead fire sta- 
tions were battling the fire from 
about 4.30am. 

An investigation to establish 
the cause of the fire will be car- 
ried out. 

A firefighter from Epsom fire 
station said: “The whole down- 
stairs was engulfed by the fire. 

“Me and another guy hit it 
with a hose reel, but had to 


upgrade to a jet. 

“We knocked the fire down, 
and went to check upstairs in 
case it broke through the ceil- 
ing, but it hadn’t. 

“They were very lucky. 
It could have been more 
serious.” 

The couple’s next-door neigh- 
bour said: “It just shakes you 
up when you think how it could 
cause death. 

“It was lucky the fire had not 
got so (severe) they couldn’t put 
it out.” 

The firefighter from Ep- 
som fire station added: “This 
shows that people need smoke 
alarms.” 

“They keep you safe.” 

Their next door neighbour 
said she would be making sure 
her other neighbours all had 
smoke alarms fitted.

Travel with confidence 
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Trust denies plan exists for 
‘super hospital’ of 800 beds 


HEALTH campaigners have 
slammed purported plans 
for a new “super hospital”, 
claiming the bed provision 
would be worse than in coun- 
tries like Mexico, Colombia 
and Indonesia, and would 
put lives at risk. 

But Epsom and St Helier 
University Hospitals NHS 
Trust denies there are plans 
to build an 800-bed hospital 
in Sutton to replace two hos- 
pitals. 

A row erupted between 
MPs and the trust last week 
over claims that a consul- 
tation was being launched 
over the closure of St Helier 
Hospital in Carshalton. 

Siobhain McDonagh, MP 
for Mitcham and Morden, 
posted an email from trust 
CEO Daniel Elkeles dated 
April 27 which outlines four 
options for the trust’s hospi- 
tals. 

All four involve building 
or rebuilding on hospital 
sites in Epsom, Sutton or 
Carshalton. 

But, director of commu- 
nications at the trust, Tim 
Hamilton, said there were

LEATHERHEAD 


St Helier Hospital (KOSHH) 
have feared the trust intend 
to close St Helier Hospital 
since management consult- 
ants were overheard discuss- 
ing plans for a replacement 
800-bed hospital on a com- 
muter train in April 2015. 

Dave Ash, a_ founding 
member of KOSHH, a pres- 
sure group formed to save 
the hospital in Carshalton, 
believes a reduction in the 
number of beds provided by 
the trust, from about 1,000 to 
800, would put patients’ lives 
at risk. 

Hospitals in the UK cur- 
rently average 2.7 beds per 
1,000 people. 

Mr Ash calculates that 
Epsom and St Helier Hospi- 
tals currently provide their 
approximate catchment of 
500,000 people with two beds 
per 1,000 people. 

A new 800-bed hospital 
serving about 500,000 people 
would have a lower bed-to- 
person ratio than the nation- 
al average of the UK, as well 
as countries including Mexi- 
co, Colombia and Indonesia.

ONE hundred and four years 
ago the people of Epsom were 
the first in the country to use an 
automatic telephone exchange 
without having to wait to be con- 
nected. 

The UK’s first ‘girl-less’ tele- 
phones were rolled out in Epsom 
on May 18, 1912, partly because 
the town’s residents were con- 
sidered less likely to resent the 
extra work of dialling a number. 

About 350 Epsom residents 
subscribed to the local telephone 
exchange system that year. 

The ‘Strowger’ system started 
ina semi-detached home in what 
was then Station Road, Epsom, 
but is now Upper High Street. 

The estimated price for pur- 
chase and installation was £5,471 
5s 4d —- a sum which would be 
worth £581,242.37 today. 

American inventor Almon 
Strowger had patented the dial- 
ling and switching equipment he 
used for the system. 

He opened the first Strowger

1892 with 75 subscribers. The 
system was advertised as ‘the 
girl-less, cuss-less, out-of-or- 
der-less, wait-less telephone’ 
because users of previous tele- 
phone systems had to be con- 
nected by girls in a central hub. 
Epsom was chosen as the first 
town in the UK to trial the Strow- 
ger system because it represent- 
ed a typical suburban neigh-

The system was adopted as 
the standard for all automatic 
telephone exchanges in the UK 
in 1922, and was used for more 
than 70 years.

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Delight as council rejects proposal for 
extension to Stoneleigh Hindu temple 


CONCERNED residents and 
shop owners celebrated as an 
application for a Hindu temple 
to triple its capacity was unani- 
mously rejected by the council. 

The Sri Raja Rajeswari Am- 
man Temple in Dell Lane, Stone- 
leigh, had applied for permis- 
sion to increase the capacity for 
worshippers from 250 to 850 and 
build accommodation for temple 
priests. 

Kuna Singham, the chairman 
of the temple, said the increased 
capacity would allow more peo- 
ple to go to weddings and other 
ceremonies, and allow priests to 
stay in first-floor accommoda- 
tion. 

But the temple adjoins onto 
The Broadway, which is home 
to a large number of Stoneleigh 
shops and businesses. 

And residents feared the larg- 
er temple would have exacerbat- 
ed parking issues in and around 
Stoneleigh Broadway, been out 
of character for the area, and 
would have created noise. 

Anthony Smith, 78, who is 
retired and lives in Elmwood 
Drive, Stoneleigh, had said that 
if the application was passed, it 
could have been the “death knell 
for a lot of businesses”. 

Epsom and Ewell Borough 
Council’s planning committee 
unanimously rejected the appli- 
cation at a meeting on Thursday, 
May 12. 

Natalie Rogers, chairman of 
the Stoneleigh and Auriol Res- 
idents’ Association, said: “We 
are delighted that the planning 
committee has agreed with the 
concerns and objections raised

by both the residents and traders 
of Stoneleigh and Auriol. 
“Stoneleigh and Auriol Res- 
idents’ Association has been 
working over the last few months 
with both the traders and local 
residents to fight the application 
on a united front and we success- 
fully achieved that last night. 
“From the outset, we believed 
the application was completely 
inappropriate as it fails to com- 
ply on a number of planning 
grounds, which the planning 


committee confirmed by their 
decision not only to refuse it, but 
by also incorporating a number 
of other areas such as noise and 
the size of the buildings.” 

Mr Singham insisted there 
were “no problems regarding 
parking” around the temple 
and that the temple could have 
explained the application in 
a more attractive way to the 
community.

What do men and women want when it comes to property? 


When analysing the results from 
its latest Housing Futures survey, 
estate agent Strutt & Parker looked 
at the differing answers supplied 
by each sex. 

When asked to rate their 
motivations for moving house, 
women listed better schools, 
broadband connectivity, being 
closer to family and friends and 
having access to public transport, 
shops and amenities as important 
or very important. Men on the 
other hand rated tax changes, 
retirement, pension support, 
political environment and mobile 
coverage as their top priorities. 

When it came to dream home 
items, the survey revealed that 14% 
of men wanted a cinema/screening 
room and 12 per cent wanted a 
wine cellar. In contrast, 24 per cent 
of women rated an AGA oven as 
their top home accessory, while 18 
per cent wanted a kitchen island. 

While both sexes agreed that 


‘traditional British’ was their 
‘avourite type of interior design, 
certain styles scored much 

more highly with women than 
men including ‘warehouse loft’, 
‘simplistic Scandinavian’, ‘classical 
French’ and ‘exotic Indian’. 

On the other hand, 
‘1950s/60s/70s Retro’ was 
preferred by men. Men preferred 
‘stark’, ‘grand/imposing’ and ‘cool’ 
eelings to describe the character 
of their home. While for women, 
‘quirky/creative’ and a ‘calm/ 
relaxing’ ambience were more 
popular. 

When it comes to outside space, 
men are far more interested 
in living on or near water than 
women, perhaps to enjoy pursuits 
such as sailing and fishing. 

Homes with sporting facilities 
such as a gym, pool and tennis 
courts were also more popular with 
men, while more women were keen 
on equestrian amenities. 


When looking at the type of 
home services you might receive if 
you lived in a managed apartment 
block or Private Rented Sector (PRS) 
unit, men tended to be far keener 
on convenience and practical 
amenities. 

Having a porter/doorman, 
in-house cleaning services, car 
sharing, banquet services and 
refrigeration drop-off storage were 
all far more popular with male 
respondents. For females, it was 
important that pets were allowed 
and disabled accessibility was also 
a priority. 

Environmental features 
appeared to be of more 
importance to men than they were 
to women. Code level 5 ratings, 
renewable energy, living walls, 
grey/potable water and green 
roofs were all markedly more 
popular with male respondents. 

Stephanie McMahon, Head 
of Research at Strutt & Parker, 


said: “Our overall analysis 

points towards elements such as 
broadband connectivity and access 
to amenities being very important 
for buyers. 

“However, men and women 
appear to have a slightly different 
interpretation on what these might 
mean. 

“When referring to private 
rental, for example, for men 
amenities and services might mean 
concierge services and grocery 
drop off, for women it might mean 
ability to bring pets and disabled 
accessibility. 

“Both genders place personal 
finances as important which 
reflects both the capital growth of 
the last 30 years from residential 
property, as well as the ability 
to either use equity for lifestyle 
reasons or as deposits on a future 
property purchase.”

The Investec Derby is the original Derby by name. Although there are no 
details in the archives concerning the foundation of the Derby, history has 
passed on the tale that the 12th Earl of Derby and Sir Charles Bunbury (the 
“perpetual president” of the Jockey Club), who was a guest at Lord Derby’s 
house, The Oaks, flipped a coin as to whether the race should be called the 
Derby Stakes or the Bunbury Stakes. As they say the rest is history... 


Now a two day festival with Ladies’ Day featuring ‘The Oaks’ exclusively 
for fillies on the first day and ‘The Derby’ itself takes place on the second 
day at Epsom Downs Racecourse. 


Epsom Downs Racecourse is truly unique. In the Derby horses climb 

the height of Nelson’s Column over the first half a mile of the race and 
negotiate the undulations of the famous track, making it the ultimate test 
of the thoroughbred racehorse. It’s no wonder that The Investec Derby 
is recognised amongst the racing community as ‘the one they all 
want to win’ and ‘The Greatest Flat Race in the World’. 


This year’s Investec Derby Ambassadors - two time winner 
Frankie Dettori MBE, Alex Greaves, the first female jockey to 
ride in the Derby and Hayley Turner, the second female in 
history to take part - explain what makes it so special. 


Frankie Dettori MBE 


“The Investec Derby is the biggest race in the world, 
all you see is your opponents in front of you. You see 
the strip of green grass and it’s like someone cut a piece 
of grass through people. It’s pretty amazing to see. 


“The week before the tensions start, pumping through 
your veins. You are getting a bit anxious and a bit 
nervous. Your body feels like jelly. I’ve had some tough 

times and | am getting quite old now, | didn’t think | 
would have another chance. It took 15 years to win it 
the first time so | know what it feels like to be under 
pressure. Last year | triumphed again - | knew | had a 
special horse with Golden Horn. 


“When | was a young boy, Lester Piggott said to 
me ‘ride the horse don’t ride the race’ and he was 
right. What | experienced in the last furlong, I’d 
never felt that kind of emotion in my 28 years of 
riding. It was something very special and that’s 

it, we crossed the line and then | had a split second 
of surreal - is it really real or am | dreaming?” 


Alex Greaves and Hayley Turner 


20 years ago Alex Greaves made history as the first 
female jockey to ride in the Derby. 16 years later, 
Hayley Turner became the second... 


AG: The atmosphere is different on Derby Day 
to any other day, usually when you ride you 
don’t notice the crowd because you are 
focused and your mind is on the job. 

But here when | got to Tattenham Corner 

| was just aware of the buzz of the 

crowd and everything. 


HT: On one side of the track everyone 

is in top hat and tails and having 
champagne and the other side of the 
track you’ve got a fairground and people 
having picnics. 


AG: There are nerves, there are tensions, there is a 
lot of pressure going into it. 


HT: Alex was the only woman who had ever done it 
before | entered. 


AG: We’re going back 20 years now and | was the first which 
probably helped raise the profile for the female jockeys outside of racing. 


HT: | think it was a big interest for the non-racing audience. Trainers and 
the jockeys thought it was quite normal as we do it every day and they had 
accepted us as jockeys but for everyone else looking in it was a big deal. 


Every time | came to the Derby with my sister or my dad | come out of the 
weighing room and they’d had such a brilliant day and | didn’t get to see 
that side of it so I’m really looking forward to getting involved. 


When you stop and look back it’s like ‘Oh | actually did quite well’, 
the last 15 years has been so much fun it’s not really like | did a 
job to be honest. Hopefully it won’t take another 20 years for 
the next girl to do it.
